which made imimmity weep, even for the fate of the 
wicked. 
'1 he extremes of wealth and accumulated power, are 
alone to be guarded against—they alone have the 
means of prolonging tliat reign, and that reign, alone, is 
the forerunner and the cause of the bloody popular 
revolution.«, which are attributed to the bad passions of 
the people, and to the excitement of those hated phil­ 
osophers, who have the courage to expose tho decep­ 
tive arts of interested and heartless rulers. 
To avoid the extremes of wealth and power, they 
must be checked in their first and smallest encroach­ 
ments on the rights of tho people ; because every step 
they take, adds to their power to take another, and a 
longer one. 
This power increases in a geometrical 
ratio, independently of its moral influence—while the 
power of resistance, on the other side, dimini.shes in the 
same degree, 
1 must, tbeixefore, repeat, that the only means for 
the people»to detect (amid tbe deceptive arts and mys­ 
teries of government,) tlie frauds which are practised 
on them, is to examine, often, the relative condition of 
men and classes. 
This «rill be a sure test, and cannot 
deceive us. 
If we find that those who propose laws 
and systems, which they say, are for the special bene­ 
fit of the multitude, are benefitted more by these laws 
and systems, than the multitude itself; if we find that 
the disparity of fortunes iucreases—that the means of 
accumulating large fortunes are multiplied—why then 
we may be sure tliht the people are losing power, and 
with that power, the means, of improving their own 
condition, or even of retaining their present relative 
standing in society. 
Some of you, perhaps, will bd offended at the bare 
suppo-sition of your being so easily deceived. 
But you 
must remember the power of gold, and not trust too 
much to your own strength of penetration, or resistance 
to Its arguments. 
Jupiter accomplished by a shower 
of gold, that which he could achieve in no other way. 
(.old will close, as wmll as open, our eyes—it will make 
fools wise, and wise men fools. 
Are our God-like men, 
as we vainly call them, beyond the reach of the power 
i 
\ 
P'ead, with equal 
ski 1, both sides of all the great political questions—for 
and against the Bunk, and other monopolies—for and 
again.st internal improvements—for and against con­ 
structive powers in the Constitution—for and a«»aiiist 
the liberty of the press—for and against every thing, in 
turn . 
What could have inspired them with this ver­ 
satile wisdom, but gold ? 
¡Surely this is not God-like 
wisdom—for that would be u/icbangeable ; truth, one 
and the same, now* and forever. 
Alexijnder commanded the philosopher Aristotle to 
darken his philosoidiy, after reprimanding him for pub-

Caligula attempted to extinguish 
t le light of learning, by destroying the finest produc- 
Uons of gemus.

These wise politicians, and some of ours, too, if thev 
dared, would say—Let the people be kept in a state of
